The    sudden    revival    ol    Lite  Misiones 
question  after  the  revolution,    in  spite  of 
the  fact  tliitl  a  convention  had  been  signed 
to  send  11  second  commission  to  determine 
lite  boundary  line  and  then,  in  case  of  dis- 
agreement,  l"  refer   the   whole  matter  to 
arbitration,  lias  very  much  tbe  "appearance 
„l    undue    pressure    on  the    part    of    the 
Argentines.     Under  the  provisions  .if  the 
convention  referred  to,  ilteie  was  no  need  of 
..ny  such   haste  nit  the  pan  of  the  prov* 
ional   government    to    settle    the   dispute, 
while  the  final  resolve  to  send  a  cabinet  mill-! 
islet  to  Montevideo  to  meet  the  Argentine 
minister,   and   the  semi-official  announA- 
,ment  that  a  compromise  will  be  arranged 
*by  which  the  territory  in  dispute  will   be 
divided  up,   indicates  that  Hraz.il  is  being 
pushed  into  a  cornei  and  is  inclined  to  yield 
what   lias  heretofore   been  claimed  as  hers 
(by  rigid.     We  have  always  believed  in  the 
justice  of  the   Brazilian  claim   to    this  ter- 
ritory and  shall  regret  to  see  it  abandoned 
in  the  first  diplomatic  dispute  in  which  the 
republic  figures. 

The  action  of  the  provisional  government 
in  decreeing  the  separation  of  church  and 
slate   merits  the  heartiest  praise,  notwith- 
standing the  fact  that  the  manner  in  which 
il  has  been  done  is  totally  opposed  to  all 
republican  ideas.    Under  normal  conditions 
all  such  questions  should  be  decided  by  the 
representatives  of  the  people  through  reg- 
ular parliamentary  channels,  but  in  view  ol 
the  fact  that  a  popular  assembly  would  only 
with  the  greatest  difficulty  arrive  at  a  con- 
clusion on  this  question,  perhaps  it  is  wiser 
to  have  il  decided  by  an  arbitrary  decree. 
The  stale  church  has  been  a  serious  stum- 
bling  block   in  the  progress  of  the  empire, 
and  there  is  every  reason  to  believe  that  it 
would  seriously  hinder  the  fullest  develop- 
ment of  the  republic.    Both  in  the  interests 
of  the  state  and  of  the  church  this  measure 
can  not  tail  to  be  of  the  greatest  benefit. 
So  far  as  an  outsider  can  judge,  the  equality 
of  the  Catholic  church  with  all  others  has 
had  the  result  of  increasing  its  purity  and 
efficiency,  while,  on  the  contrary,  wherever 
it  exists  supreme  it  is  corrupt  and  reaction- 
ary.    In  the  interests  of  the  church,  there- 
fore,   as   well   as   in   the    interests    ol   the 
country,  this  decree   of  separation    conies 
with    an    inspiration    and   promise   which 
ought  to  be  universally  hailed  as  the  dawn 
of  a  new  era,  notwithstanding  its  contradic- 
tory provisions  and   its  mistaken  grant  of 
iplional  authority  to  the  states. 


that  city   for  exportation,  the    product  ol 
which— estimated  at  150,000$  per  annum- 
is  to  be  paid  to  a  "ring,"   or  monopoly, 
composed  of  native  merchants  ami  known 
under  the  title  of  Companhia  Mercantil  do 
Pari     One  object  of  this  company   is  to 
obtain  control  of  the  rubber  trade  and  then 
compel  an  advance  of  prices.    This  pro- 
mised result  is  the  "bait"  held  out  to  the 
governor  anil  people  of  Pari  ami  in  swal- 
lowing it  they  appear  to  entirely  overlook 
the  fact  that  they  are  discriminating  most 
unjustly  against  llic  loreign  firms  engaged 
in  the  rubber  trade  and  directly  aiding  in 
the  creation  of  a  monopoly,  tinder  the  man- 
agement  of  a   notorious   local  speculator, 
which    will   eventually   cause    incalculable 
barm  to  the  trade.     We  see  by  our  I'aia 
exchanges  thai  the  foreign  exporters  have 
entered  a  protest  against  the  iniquitous  tax, 
and  we  understand  that  these  protests  have 
also  been  brought  to   the  attention  of  the 
central  government,  but  tints  far  to  no  pur- 
pose.    In  view  of  the   prejudice  caused  to 
some  of  the  most  important  houses  in  Pari 
who  will  be  unable  to  compete  in  a  trade 
so  unequal,  and  also  in  view  of  the  ptinci- 
pleof discrimination  against  foreigners  which 
il  establishes,  it  is  most  important  that  the 
minister  of  finance  should  at  once  take  the 
question  into  serious  consideration.     Brazil 
can  not  now  afford  the   reputation  for  in- 
justice   and    unsound    economic  methods 
which  this   Pari   case   will  surely  give  her. 
If  this  act  is  permitted  to  stand,  the  loreign 
merchants  will  begin  to  seriously  consider 
the   propriety    of   withdrawing    altogether 
from  a  country  where  discriminations  ol 
this  character  art  made.    The  foreign  mer- 
chants have  done  much    to  build  up  Hade 
in  Pari  and  throughout  the  whole  country, 
mil  mole  depends  upon  the  assistance  given 
by  theil  eapilal  and  the  long  credits  allowed 
by    them,    than    the    government    may    be 
aware.     A  policy  of   repression— which    is 
the  virtual  effect  of  this  Pari  measure  -will 
do  infinite  harm  to  the  resources  and  credit 
of  the  whole  country,  for  it   will  drive  away 
capital  and   undermine   the  reputation   of 
Brazilians    for    business    integrity    and    lair 


One  of  the  first  acts  of  lite  new  republican 
governor  of  Pari  was  to  impose  a  special 
lax  ol  20  nis  per  kilo  on  rubber  entering 


The  announcement  that  the  government 
intends  to  send   a  commission   of  sis  to 
study  the   various   educational    systems    ol 
Europe  and   lite   United    Stales   will    serve 
one  good  purpose— that  of  calling  attention 
to   the  worlhlessness  nf  all    these   instru- 
mentalities for  the  acquisition    of  proper 
educational  methods.     Commissions  with- 
out number   have  already   investigated  this 
and   other  kindred   subjects,   and  with   ab- 
solutely no  good  result  to  show  for  it.     Il  is 
a   waste   of  money,  a   waste  of  time  and 
leads  to  infinite  confusion.    It  was  a  favorite 
mode  of  procedure   under    the    monarchy, 
lor  it  manifested  a  cheap  interest  in' pro- 
gressive institutions  and  at  lite  same  time 
afforded  desirable   positions,  with  expenses 
paid,  lor   tbe   favored   friends  of   those  in 
power.     As  everyone   must  know,  tile  time 
abroad  was  spent  principally  in  Paris  or  in 
idle  travel,  and  the   commissioner  generally 
managed  to  return  with  so  vague  an  idea  of 
the  subject  that  his  recommendations   led 
only  to  a  greater  confusion  than  ever.     If 
now   the    government   seriously    wishes   to 
improve  the   public  schools  of  the  country 
—and  that  they  need  improvement  everyone 
must  know— the  only  sound  and  rational 
method  is  that  adopted  by  the  Argentines 
some  twenty  years  ago,    under  the  lead  of 
President  Sarmiento,  in  engaging  a  number 
of    experienced    normal    school    teachers 
(ladies)     in    the    United    States,     creating 
special  schools  for  them,  and  then  leaving  it 
to  them  to  educate  and  train    teachers  for 
the  public  schools  of  the  country.    The 
system  has  worked  so  successfully  that  some 
1  thirty   American   teachers  have  been  kept 
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employed  bylho  government  over  since,  and 
their  training  schools  have  become  practical- 
ly indispensible.  'If  Brazil  desires  to  adopt 
this  plan,  all  the  government  needs  to  do  is 
to  establish  a  half  dozen  normal  schools,  in 
as  many  large  cities,  and  then  engage  fifteen 
or  twenty  experienced  American  teachers  to 
take  charge  of  their  organization  ami 
management,  AH  official  interference  must 
be  forbidden,  and  the  teachers  must  be 
given  ample  means  and  lull  powers  to  carry 
on  their  schools  after  the  most  approved 
methods,  and  if  this  is  done  we  will  guar- 
antee that  ten  years  will  produce  so  great  a 
change  in  the  methods  and  results  of  public 
instruction  in  this  country  that  Brazilians 
will  wonder  bow  they  could  have  defer 
the  improvement  so  long,

THE  PAST  YEAR. 
The  cabinet  selected  by  Viscomle  tie 
Ouro  Prelo  was  composed  of  lite  following 
ministers,  he  himself  retaining  the  portfolio 
of  finance:  empire,  Barao  de.  Lorcto  ;  jus- 
tice, Senator  Guuliilo  de  Oliveira  ;  foreign 
affairs,  Deputy  Diana  ;  agriculture,  Deputy 
T.ourenco  de  Albuquerque  ;  war,  Marshal 
Viscomle  de  Maracaji'i ;  marine,  Admiral 
Barao  do  Ladario.  In  point  of  ability  lire 
cabinet  was  above  rather  than  below  the 
average,  but  it  contained,  perhaps,  more  of 
the  element  ol  rashness  than  has  usually 
been  found  in  Brazilian  ministries  The 
premier  was  a  man  of  much  experience  in 
public  life,   a   brilliant   lawyer,   a  good  de-

:hv."  as  so  man)'  are  now  trying  to 
for   no   one   then   dreamed    that  die 
monarchy  was  in  any    immediate   danger. 
He  was  chosen  because  of  his  availability 
and  the  belief  that  he  could  maintain  him- 
self against  a   hostile  Chamber  and  secure 
ihe  triumph  ol  his  party  in  the  approaching 
elections.       The    selection    of  Camlido  de 
Oliveira,  a  consummate  political   manager, 
as  minister  of  justice,  in  whose  hands  rested 
so  much  of  the  election  machinery,  shows 
how  strong  was   the  purpose   to  win    the 
elections.      With  the  public  funds'  at  ihe 
disposal  of  the  premier,  Ihe  national  guard 
and  judicial   offices  at  the   disposal  of  the 
minister  of  justice,  and  an  untiling  supply 
of  decorations  and    titles  at  the  disposal  of 
the  minister  of  empire,  it  was  confidently 
believed  that  the  ministry  could  carry  every- 
thing before  it,  and   to  the  lasting  shame  ol 
the  country,  the  republicans  included,  these 
calculations  did  not  prove  to  be  unfounded. 
The  programme  laitl  down  by  Viscomle 
de  Ouro  Pteto  on    his  accession  to  power 
was   liberal   to  an   extreme.      It  included  : 
;i)  extension  of  the  ballot  ;  (2!   provincial 
autonomy  ;    (3)   freedom    of  worship  and 
civil    marriage  ;    (4)     reduction    in    export 
duties  ;  (5)  abolition  of  life  sen.itolships  : 
(6)  a  new  land  law  ;   (7)  aid  to  credit  est- 
ablishments ;    and    111a1 
character.      Unforlunat 
no  serious  effort  was  made  to  realize  an 
these  reforms,  while  on  Ihe  question  of  | 
vincial  autonomy,   or   federation,  his  vi 
underwent  so  radical  a  change  as  10  war 
the  belief  thai  he   bad  abandoned   the 
altogether.      Had  he  been   more  sincen 
his  promises,  less  cynical    in   his  Ileum 
of  opponents,  and 


who  closed  by  shouting  "Down  witli  the 
monarchy  I  Long  live  the  republic  I "  At 
the  close  of  the  debate  Ihe  Chamber  of  De- 
puties passed  a  motion  of  want  of  confidence 
in  the  ministry,  proposed  by  Deputy  Gomes 
de  Castro,  by  a  vote  of  71;  to  20.  On  the 
17th  the  Assembly  was  formally  dissolved, 
elections  were  ordered  for  August  31st,  and 
an  extraordinary  session  was  called  for  Nov- 
ember 201I1. 

During  these  events,  the  Comic  d'Ku  set 
nut  on  a  visit  to  the  northern  provinces,  to 
see  for  himself  their  condition  antl  prospects 
ami  to  learn  the  real  feeling  of  the  people 
regarding  the  succession  of  the  Princess 
Imperial,  A  prominent  republican  agitator, 
Silva  Jardim,  stalled  mil  on  the  voyage  with 
him  for  the  purpose  of  counteracting  his 
influence,  but  after  inciting  disturbances  at 
Hahia  ami  Pernambuco,  which  did  not 
result  so  favorably  to  himself  as  was  anti- 
cipated, he  abandoned  the  venture  at  die 
filler  place  antl  soon  returned  to  Rio.  The 
Guide  d'Ku  continued  his  journey  up  the 
coast  to  Para,  and  thence  up  the  Amazon 
lo  Manaos,  visiting  all  important  places. 
makiliR  excursions  into  the  interior  wher- 
ever possible,  and  being  received  generally 
with  much  enthusiasm  and  loyally.  In  a 
few  places  there  were  slight  manifestations 
of  discourtesy  and  ill  nature,  but  it  was 
only  after  the  revolution  that  these  trivial 
incidents  were  magnified  into  occurrences 
of  political  and  patriotic  importance.  On 
his  return,  the  Conde  d" I'.ti  took  occasion  to 
stale  al  a  meeting  in  IVrn.imhuco  that  "the 
imperial  family  desired  only  the  happiness 
and  prosperity  of  the  country,"  and  that 
they  would  retire  whenever  the  people 
manifested  a  wish  lo  that  effect.  The 
journey  was  extended  through  a  period  of 
about  six  weeks  and  was  productive  ol 
milch  good  feeling,  bill  it  did  not  have  the 
political  significance  generally  ascribed  to  it.
